QUOTED RANKING KMT OFFICIAL SAYING SUMMIT " BRINGS

4. NEW YORK CORRESPONDENT OF LEADING PRIVATELY- OWNED 
UNITED DAILY NEWS REPORTED JUNE 22 THAT ECONOMICS IS 
THE QUID PRO QUO IN THE U. S.- SOVIET EXCHANGES: 

" BREZHNEV' S PRO- WESTERN FOREIGN POLICY DOES NOT MEAN 
THAT HE REALLY WANTS A THAW WITH THE CAPITALIST 
COUNTRIES. IT IS ONLY A TEMPORARY STRATEGY CHANGE IN 
THE SOVIET COMMUNISTS' PROCESS TO COMMUNIZE THE WORLD. 
BREZHNEV DEEPLY FEELS THE GRAVITY OF INTERNAL ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS. THE SOVIET' S PRODUCTION EQUIPMENT AND THE 
STANDARD OF TECHNOLOGY IS FAR BEHIND THAT OF THE 
WESTERN WORLD, AND ITS MILITARY STRENGTH CANNOT 
OVERWHELM AMERICA AT THE PRESENT STAGE. THEREFORE, HE 
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DECIDED TO CHANGE HIS STRATEGY... THE THINKING OF 
NIXON AND HIS FOREIGN AFFAIRS ADVISORS IN OPPOSITE TO 
THAT OF THE KREMLIN 1 S. THEY DEEM THE PRESENT MOMENT
